SILVER STANDARD 


Statement of the Government Shows 


This To Be True, and 


Gives Reasons.

City of Mexico, Dec. 8.—The federal 


government has 
Issued an 
official 


statement showing that on'account of 
tho fluctuation in the price of ex- 
change, residents of Mexico paid In sil- 
ver $14,000,000 more for Imported ar- 
ticles during the fiscal year 1802-02 
than during the previous year. 
The 


actual value in gold of the country's 
Imports each year was about tho same 
according to official figures. The im- 
ports amounted to 165,000,000 gold 
each year. 
The average price of ex- 


change during the fiscal year 1901-02 
made the value of silver 1133,000,000 
while during the fiscal year 1901-02 
it reached $147,000,000. The custom 
house reports show that there was no 
essential-difference in the classes of 
goods imported.

not put Into execution their friendly 
representations to the French -gov- 
ernment, with a view to securing a 
reconsideration of the case of the 
Passlonlst Fathers, who have been ex- 
eluded among the religious orders to 
be expelled from France. 
The repre- 


sentations were presented in behalf 
ot the English and Americans attend 
Ing St. Joseph's church, conducted by 
the Passionlsts. 


As the order Is an English one, re- 
presentations concerning Its rights 
must come solely from the British of- 
ficials. 
Ambassador Porter's repre- 


sentation was In no sense a protest, 
but merely pointed out the conven 
lencc of tho church to Americans and 
expressed a hope that this convenl 
once would not bo Interrupted. 


These representations of a concll 


iatory nature have developed a per- 
sonal desire on the part of the gov< 
eminent officials to -yield In the mat 
tor, but It is difficult for the govern' 
ment to act at the present stage. In- 
asmuch as the entire question of the 
congregations has been submitted to 
tho chamber of deputies. 
It Is also 


pointed out by .the French officials 
that an exception in this case would 
give foreign religious orders prlvll 
eges which are not allowed to the 
French orders.

Washington, D. C.,. Dec. 8.—Thomas 


Brackett Reed, former Speaker of the 
House ot Representatives, who had 
been 111 at the Arlington for four days, 
died Sunday morning at 12:10 o'clock. 
Though he was conscious until within 
about two hours of his death, his 
mind was not clear, and be passed 
away without recognizing his wife 
and daughter, who were at his bed- 
side: They were prepared for the sad 
event by the statements of the physi- 
cians early In the evening that there 
was little hope for his recovery. ' 
. In spite of heroic treatment of sal- 
ine Injections and the administering 
of'oxygen gas, the patient failed to Im- 
prove, and It became apparent that 
he<could not recover. Uraemlc coma, 
resulting from uraemlc poisoning, was . 
the Immediate cause of death; but 
Mr. Reed's Illness was traceable to 
chronic Brlght's disease, which was 
brought to the surface by an attack 
of appendicitis.'

Wall Street Has History Inside Itself 


in the 
Daily 
Do- 


ings. 


New 
- York.—The late Jay Gould 


•was a man of small statue and physic 
ally insignificant—except for a won 
dcrful head. 
An enemy met him one 


day In Exchange Place and Instead ot 
pummellng him. as might have been 
done with a largo man. he laid hold 
of the market wizard's collar, whisk- 
ed him off his feet and dropped him 
down an arcaway. 
Gould got brisk- 


ly up and without stopping to brush 
himself oft rushed back to his office 
and began to sell the enemy's stocks 
causing almost a panic In tho market. 


• This happened. In the day when men 
carried personal prejudices Into their 
market operations. 
Men have not 
changed, but Wall -street's methods 
have, and greatly too, since then. Tho 
stock market Is no longer swayed to 
any extent by personalities. 
Years 


ago James R. Keene was having trou- 
ble -with tho manipulation of a cer- 
tain stock. 
Turning to one of his 
brokers he asked angrllly. "Who's sel- 
ling that stock?" tho broker said It 
•was Addlson Gammack who was do- 
Ing it. 
"What," shouted Keeno "that 


nigger trader! 
I'll send him back to 


•New Orleans broke." 
Somebody told 


Gammack that Keene had called him 
a "nigger trader." 
"Did ho 
say 
that?" retorted Cammack. 
"Before 
I'm done with him he will bo begging 
a pass back to San Francisco." And 
they hammered each other's stocks to 
great mutual loss without either one 
'doing what he threatened to do. The 
stock market meanwhile was in a 
fine turmoil. 
A thing like that could 


hardly happen today. 
Wall street 
sentiment would not tolerate It. Some 
one bigger than either of tho bellg- 
erents would promptly step In to. pre- 
vent the market from being unneces- 
sarily disturbed. 
These reflections 


have Just been borne home to the 
Wall street community through the 
failure of the row between George 
Gould on one side and E. H. Karri- 
men and Edwin Hawloy on tho other, 
over Colorado fuel, to entail any per- 
ceptible disturbance 
In tho stock 
market. 
These men, hitherto closely 


associated In numerous financial and 
speculative undertakings, 
suddenly 


fell out about Colorado fuel and Iron 
proxies and fell. also, to calling each 
other names. Messrs. Harrlman and 
Hawley charged treachery 
against 


Gould and Mr. Gould charged even 
more serious' things against his for- 
mer associates. 
It looked very ug- 


ly for a little while, but even as Wall 
street stood expectantly waiting to 
see Harrlman and Hawley 
attack 


Gould's Missouri Pacific and to 
seo 


Gould attack Harrlman's Union Pa- 
cific or Hawley's Colorado Southern 
assurances came from either 
side 
that the quarrel would be confirmed 
strictly to Colorado fuel. 
Of course 


many traders returned calmly to their 
own concerns and gave the matter 
no further consideration, but thought- 
ful observers were not mindful there- 
in -was given striking proof that a 
new order prevails In the financial 
•world. 
Men can no longer afford to 
visit their, spleen upon each other 
by -way of the stock market to tho 
great and permanent Injury of the 
greatest" number that have no Inter- 
est or part In tho quarrel at all. 
That Fuel Row 
H Is quite probable, however, that 


more will yet be heard of this Color- 
ado fuel row. 
The deferred annual 


meeting will be held on December 10 
at Denver. Colorado. 
It appears now 
that President Osgood Is likely to 
command the support of Mr. Gould 
and thus retain control of the proper- 
ty, but Wall street has learned that 
It Is not safe to forecast the results 
of a Colorado fuel and Iron meeting. 
Last summer It seemed very plain 
that John W. Gates backed by tho 
Hawley-Blalr-Mitchell Interests 
was 


going to oust Osgood, but the oppo- 
sition plans went astray at the last 
moment. 
There Is reason to believe 


that when John W. Gates anil 
his 
friends set out to get control of the 
property the' Intention was to turn It 
over to the United States Steel cor- 
poration at a price. The Hawley peo- 
plo are understood to have Jon led In 
•without being fully aware of the sit- 
uation, thinking It an attractive spec- 
ulative proposition. 
It was at about 
this time that Osgood went to George 
Gould and showed him that his Den- 
ver & Rio Grande was so dependent 
upon the Colorado Fuel & Iron for 
tonnage, that It coudn't pay dividends 
without It. 
Mr. Gould. It seems had 


never before looked at It In this light 
He became deeply Interested In the 
future of the Colorado Fuel company 
and began to buy the stock for pro- 
tection. 
It was at about this time 
too. that Edwin Hawley got control 
of the Colorado Southern, and Osgood 
also demonstrated to him that rail- 
road was also heavily dependent up- 
on the Colorado Fuel filron company's 
tonnage. 
That put the thing In a 


new light to Hawley. 
There was 


some danger that If the United States 
Steel corporation bought the Color- 
ado 
Fuel company's property 
It 


might dismantle the mills. 
So aft- 


er the Gates party failed In its pur- 
pose to get control of the company. 
Gould and Hawley got together and 
Wall street believed that they would 
oust Osgood and hold the Colorado 
Fuel company for the mutual benefit 
of the Colorado Southern ami the 
Denver & Ulo Grande. Matters seem- 
ed to be shaping that way when 
the row broke so unexpectedly upon 
Wall street. 
Tho rest remains to 
be written. 


E. H. Harrlman 
E. H. Harrlman Is commonly called 
a disagreeable man. 
From all re- 
ports he must be a very difficult man 
to get along with. 
He Is a great rail- 
road man but he Is not the great mas- 
ter financier the world thinks he Is. 
It Is mostly other -people's money 
and property that ho has • managed. 
Formerly he was considered to -nve 
the Standard Oil party at his back 
but George Gould appears to havo 
supplanted him In that quarter, and 
now his (Harrlman's) chief flnnaclal 
backing Is Kuhn. Loeb & Co. and 
Jacob Schlff. 
It Is a notable fact 
that George Gould's Influence In the 
Rockfeller party has been growing 


rapidly ever since tho Northern Pa< 
cine panic of May 9, 1901. 
Harrl. 


man and Jacob Schlff engineered the 
Northern Pacific corner, which was 
a disastrous thing for a great many 
peoplo and embittered many hearts 
toward tho Harrlman-Sc-.ff 
crowd. 
Something may be guessed from tho 
change that has occurred In Harrl 
man's relations with tho Rockefeller 
party when It Is considered that on 
ly last autumn tho St. Paul, now to 
all Intents a 
Rockefelle road, had 


to club tho Union Pacific, Harrlman'» 
road. Into giving It satisfactorily traf- 
fic facilities to tho Pacific coast, fat. 
Paul's club was tho covert threat 
to 


build to tho Pacific. 
There are some 


very competent critics who believe 
that the Colorado Fuel row was but 
tho outcroplng of a quiet campaign 
to relegate Mr. Hnrrtman to a les- 
ser plane. Only time can show wheth- 
er this theory Is correct. 


Gould's Name 
Gould's name has been paramount 


In tho stock market world for a fort- 
night or more—tho Manhattan deal 
would alone havo been enough 
to 


make It so. 
It would be difficult to 
conceive of a transaction that would 
have 
astonished Wall street moro 
than the leasing of the Manhattan to 
the Inlet-borough company or Subway 
people. 
After tho famous, 
market 


coup by which Jay Gould got control 
of tho Manhattan, the property be- 
came his most cherished possession 
and he handled It down to his child- 
ren as such. 
H has always been be- 


lieved that the Gould family would re- 
fuse to part with Manhattan on any 
terms, but there they have leased It 
for 999 years, accepting as rental Its 
net earnings for four years and after 
that a guarantee of 7 per cent. Aug- 
ust Belmont who has financed the 
construction of tho great subway and 
who Is president of tne Interborough 
company, gave out an Interview after 
the Manhattan deal was closed which 
must have occasioned 'the Goulds no 
end of chargrln. 
Ho said that he 
hadn't decided yet whom he should 
make 
president of the Manhattan 


when It came formally under his con- 
trol, but that anyway It didn't mat- 
ter much. 
He might make an office 


boy president.

lo ponies Is about tho finest in the 
land.

Wall street or Somewhere through 
tho country on, business bent, ho Is 
most always to bo found at homo 
with his horses or boys. 
In appear- 


ance he Is the New York type of the 
successful young New Yorker, no dif- 
ferent In make up from a lot of them. 
In Wall street he Is alwyas tremen- 
dously busy. 
AVnen he hasn't enough 
there to keep him busy he goes home, 
but there's most always enough to 
occupy his time.

road stock'was sold for'SCO4 a share 
reminds the writer of the time when 
be sold several shares of the same 
road for $15 a'share, and when lie ac 
cepted two shares In liquidation of a 
debt of $10 from an absconding deb- 
tor. 
He also remembers when on 


a reorganization of the company' and 
are capitalization of the stock he mat- 
ched pennies for a fractional share 


• and lost It without feeling he hod 
, parted with anything of any value. The 
road had been sold twice on foreclos- 
ure of Its morfagagcd bonds. 
At 


a latter date he surrendered a $1.000 
bond of the company held as a collat- 
eral security on a real estato sale 
•on which $90 was due, taking <tn 
payment a $150 gold watch In ex- 
change for a $50 silver one. In those 
early days stock of the company was 
sold for $5 -to $15 a share. 


The history of this company from 


its Inception to the commanding po- 
sition it now holds and t-io connec- 
tion of Its mangaers and some of the 


stockholders with It would bo a his- 
ory of losses and fluctuating' foq- 
uncs rarely known In the financial 
world. 
The senior of the Gazette 


printed In a newspaper he then own- 
ed In a village where a leading pro- 
tector then lived tho proceedings of 
;ho first meeting at which tho en- 
icrprlse was launched upon'the pub- 
lic. 
He watched ,its progress of In- 


corporation through the Wisconsin 
legislature anil chronicled the pro- 
gress of Its construction on a C-foot 
gago until adversity overtook It and 
compelled a chango'-to th'o standard 
gauge of tho country. .. The projec- 
tors designed. If they, did, riot.antlcl 
pate, making It a controlling road in 
tho West and ultimately reaching the 
Pacific ocean. 
A mammoth 
land 


grant onco passed the U. S. senate 
and had reached a third reading in 
tho house, where It met an unexpect- 
ed death by tho absence of a power- 
ful friend and the opposition of hos- 
tile roads. 
Tho act of Incorporation 


started the road from the Illinois state 
lino and terminated It In a Wisconsin 
town. 
An act of tho Illinois leglsla. 


turo subsequently gave a charter from 
Chicago to tho Wisconsin line. 
The 


original charter was amended or ex 
tended as necessity required or Its 
interests demanded.

AT TRUST LAWS 


NO PRESENT HOPE OF CHANGc 


Mr. Hoar Maintains That Question la 


Too Complicated to Be Acted on In 
the Short Session—Kanna Hol^s It 


. Would Upset Trade. 


Washington. Dec. 8.—V,Tlll Consresu 


stand by President Roosevelt and fol- 
low his leadership on the question of 
trust legislation? Of Immense Impor- 
tance arc the conferences now In 
progress bcttvocn the President and 
senators on this subject. 
Tho con- 


ferences deal with the unwillingness 
of the Senate to attempt seriously to 
do anything at this session of Con- 
gress. The House Is practically cer- 
tain to meet the popular demand and 
pass a bill for the future regulation of 
corporations doing an Interstate busi- 
ness, but a palsy has overcome the 
movement to meet the trust question 
so far as senators arc concerned. 


Consults with Leaders. 


Among those with whom Mr. Roose- 


velt has talked are Senators Hoar of 
Massachusetts, chairman of the com 
mittee on judiciary; Hanna, chair- 
man of the Republican national com 
rait tee. and O. H. Platt of Connecticut, 
a prominent member of the committee 
on judiciary. He will also have a con 
lerence with Senator Spooncr, who by 
common consent holds the office of 
"harmonlzer and legal adviser in the 
Senate." 


Needs Co-operation. 


If the President can get the party 


co-operation of these four powerful 
senators he will undoubtedly arouse 
the Senate from Its present apathy 
and secure trust legislation before 
Congress goes out of office on March 
4. These influential senators arc all 
strongly Inclined against trust legisla- 
tion at this time, but for different rea- 
sons, which each frankly gives. Sen- 
ator Hoar takes the position that there 
Is need for changes in the present 
laws, but that the question Is BO com- 
plicated It cannot be solved at a short 
session of Congress. 


Would Upset Business. 


Senator Hanna maintains the atti- 


tude that trust legislation of any sort 
IB likely to work as much harm to the 
business interests of the country as 
the tariff legislation would. 
Senator 


O. H. Platt regards the Sherman anti- 
trust law as a very thorough piece of 
legislation and Is Impressed with the 


*. constitutional difficulties in the way of 


putting Into operation any additional 
legislation. His policy appears to be 
"Go no further now." Senator Spooner 
believes'the only way In which stato 
corporations, even though they do an 
Interstate business, can be controlled 
by the federal government further 
than now is by the adoption of a con 
stltutlonal amendment.

to the shooting. 


Claims Self-Defense.

took place between Faulkner and the 
Minister, resulting in the shooting. 
It was intimated that a plea of self- 
defense would be put In in behalf of 
the Minister.

Crossland Is a negro. He comes from 
Missouri, and was active In politics, 
having won considerable distinction 
as an orator as well as being a physi- 
cian In active practice.
